4. Disqualification . — No person who has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spousé living or who , having a spouse living , has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with any 
person , shall be eligible for appointment to the 
service :

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1. Short title , application and commencement. 
( 1 ) These rules may be called the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu , Mamlatdars , Joint Mamlatdars 
and Block Development Officers Group B Gazetted 
posts Recruitment Rules, 1984 . 


5. Power to relax . Where the Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do , 
it may, by order , for reasons to be recorded in writ 
ing , and in consultation with the Union Public Ser 
vice Commission , relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons .

(2 ) Application . ~ These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in Column 1 of the Schedule to these 
rules (hereinafter called as the " said Schedule " ) . 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette .

6. Saving . -- Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations , relaxation of age limit and other con 
cessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes , Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in that 
regard .

The number of posts , classification of the said posts 
and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule .

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 2 
of the Goa, Daman and Diu (Administration ) Re 
moval of Difficulties Order, 1962 , the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu hereby further amends the 
Grant- in -Aid Code of Secondary Schools , Colleges 
and other educational institutions, except the Pri 
mary one in Goa , Daman and Diu as follows :

In case the resignation is accepted by 
the Management without recovering the amount 
corresponding to one month s salary ( pay and 
allowances ) or three months salary (pay allowan 
ces ) , as the case may be, the said amount shall be 
recovered by the Government from the Manage 
ment out of the Maintenance Grants other than 
the salary part of the Maintenance Grants of the 
School."
